In the course of his address, Pro- 
fessor O’Donel-Browne gave a brief 
review of the development of the 
Rotunda Hospital and Dublin School 
of Midwifery over the last 200 years, 
and said that better facilities were 
needed for the teaching of students 
in midwifery and gynecology, and 
that more use should be made of 
ex-assistant masters of the various 
maternity hospitals. 

The teaching of the post-graduate 
doctor in Dublin, he eaid, needed 
more attention, with, if possible, 
certification of such suitable instruc- 
tion before he would be eligible for 
any practice or appointment in 
which he would be liable to have to 
deal with confinement cases. 


HOSPITAL NEEDS 


The need was urgent for organisa- 
tion, and for funds, of about 

a year, for each maternity hospital, 
whereby every woman could be 
iven adequate or complete relief 
rom pain in childbirth.
